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There Will Be Progress But 
Little Glamour in 1985

Don’t expect 1985 to be a glamorous 
year in Andover, the town manager ad- 
vised during a recent conversation in his 
Bartlet Street office. 

There won't be many glittery moments 
like those of recent years — the dedica- 
tion of the new town and school office 
wings, the opening of the J. Everett Col- 
lins Performing Arts Center — and there 
probably won’t be much high drama at 
annual town meeting. 

But do expect a busy and ‘‘technical’’ 
year, Manager Kenneth Mahony said, as 
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Andover rides the crest of growth that 
began during 1984, and is expected to 
wash over the new year. 

“To the casual observer, 1985 is going 
to look like a slow year,” the manager 
predicted. ‘You might not see much hap- 
pening, not much change or much excite- 
ment. But if you look closely, vou'll see 
an awful lot happening.”’ 

Andover’s new year, he said, is going 
to be ‘‘a growth year of more than $100 
million, unless economic conditions 
change dramatically.

“Especially in industry, the growth 
will be more than double any previous 
year, other than ’84. Our tax base for the 
next 20 to 30 years is going to be estab- 
lished in the next two to three years.”’ 

With this growth already well under- 
way — witness the foundations that have 
already been built for new industrial 
plants along River Road, for instance — 
“our priorities for 1985 are pretty well 
established for us by circumstance,” 
Mahony noted. 

“Our goal is to have this new construc- 
oe 
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tion built well, to meet the requirements 
of the bylaws and zoning restrictions. 
And to protect current residents from un- 
necessary discombobulation and discom- 
fort during that process.”’ 

Just as the rapid growth anticipated 
for next year follows that of the past 
year, the manager intends to follow up 
on last year’s strict attention to the qual- 
ity of that growth, he said. ‘‘The quality 
of the development will grow out of the 
strong enforcement mode we've set 
and plan to continue.” 

Town officials will focus their ‘‘great- 
est effort’’ on the burgeoning River Road 
corridor, where industries are now build- 
ing at an energetic pace and im-

The Diamond Anniversary Ring.

The Board of Selectmen and town manager 
are hoping to put a new fire station on Woburn 
Street land adjoining South School, in Ballard- 
vale. 

But Andover Fire Chief William Downs would 
rather have two new fire stations, a new build- 
ing in Ballardvale and another in the southern 
section of town. Realistically Downs knows one 
new building may be in the town’s future and he 
wants a southern-based station instead of the 
Ballardvale building other town officials have in 
mind. 

The disagreement about where to put a new 
fire station, that in all probability won’t be built 
for two years, surfaced when Selectman Chair- 
man Donn Byrne asked the Schoo! Committee to 
support a Town Meeting warrant article to 
transfer a parcel of school-controlled land to the 
town for a new fire station. 

Because the Town Meeting warrant closes on 
Jan. 7, Byrne discussed the matter with the 
school board at their last meeting on Dec. 18. 
The School Committee voted unanimously to 
support the selectmen’s article, with member 
Susan Poore absent. 


In a telephone interview on Friday Chief 
Downs told THE TOWNSMAN he was unaware 
the selectmen were asking for the land transfer. 
Instead of putting a new station in Ballardvale, 
to take the place of the station there at the cor- 
ner of Clark and Andover Streets, Downs said he 
would like a fourth station somewhere. He sug- 
gested locating a fourth station south of Salem 
Street near Rt. 125 and Harold Parker State For- 
est. But, the chief added, his ideas for a new 
Station are at odds with those of the Selectmen 
and Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. 

“I want two stations and they want one,” 
Downs said. “If they build a new building there 
(Ballafdvale), they aren’t going to give me 
more fire protection. Buildings don’t put out 
fires.” 

Downs concedes the Ballardvale building is in 
rough shape. He has tried to replace it for ten 
years, he said. And, Downs said, the town’s 
Finance Committee has heard his pleas for a

south station. 

“T don’t know where I go from here,’’ said 
Downs. ‘“The town manager is going off one way 
and I’m off another.” 

But this year Town Meeting won’t act on ap- 
propriations for another fire station, said 
Finance Committee Chairman Edward E. Kulc- 
sar. The board hasn’t discussed funding for an- 
other station, he told THE TOWNSMAN on 
Monday. And with the town budget presentation 
to the FinCom set for the week of Jan. 20, Kulc- 
sar said, there has been no talk of another sta- 
tion this year. 

Town Manager Mahony said it was possible 
Town Meeting voters will discuss another sta- 
tion in 1986. But before then the subject won't 
come to a town vote. Mahony said he will spend 
$25,000 to $30,000 to design and bid out a station 
site this year. Byrne said that money would be 
appropriated at Town Meeting for the design 
and bidding but Mahony said he would move 
existing funds around to get the money for the 
design job without bringing the matter to a town 
vote. 

The town manager called the South School site 
the best town land for another station, some- 
thing, he said, that has been talked about for 15 
years. 

“It (the Ballardvale station) is not structural- 
ly adequate,”’ Mahony said. ‘There isn’t enough 
room, conditions are marginal, it is in the wrong 
place in the middle of a congested area and has 
to cross train tracks to get to a fire on the indus- 
trial land. All you have to do is walk into that 
building and understand why we want to have it 
some place else.”’ 

Neither Mahony nor Byrne knew the size of 
the Ballardvale parcel the town hopes to trans- 
fer from school control. Byrne estimated the 
land was the size of a house lot. It is located at 
thersouthern end of the Woburn Street land, he 
said. 

Andover now has three fire stations. The main 
station is located on North Main Street and there 
are branch stations in Ballardvale and West 
Andover. Three firefighters and a pumper are 
located in each small station, said Downs.

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Manager R 
Of Unprecedented Growth

The past year has been one of unprece- 
dented growth for the town of Andover, 
“by far the biggest year Andover has 
ever known,” Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony said during a conversation at his 
office earlier this month. 

Andover’s ‘“‘tremendous growth’ dur- 
ing 1984 — which, the manager pre- 
dicted, ‘will be surpassed next year and 
the following year’ — was dominated by 
industrial development, but also fea- 
tured the renovation and expansion of 
downtown properties, and a healthy crop 
of new houses as well. 

New industrial construction during 
this year has been “‘massive,’’ Manager 
Mahony commented. High-tech plants 
springing up along River Road in West 
Andover make up most of the new build- 
ing, but industry can also be seen flou- 
rishing on Dascomb and Frontage roads 
and on Osgood Street, he said. 

The Lowell Junction industrial area, 
near the Wilmington town line, ‘thas not 
expanded, largely because of the traffic 


situation,’ the manager said. Like the 
town fathers, Lowell Junction industries 
are waiting to see how Andover and state 
officials will solve the decades-old prob- 
lem of too much industrial traffic on Bal- 
lardvale’s residential streets. 

(Andover would still like to see a Low- 
ell Junction interchange off Route 93; 
state officials still appear to think that 
unfeasible. ) 

However, Mahony noted, many exist- 
ing industrial properties in Ballardvale 
have been renovated during the past 
year: He cited the continuing restoration 
of the historic Marland Mills property 
into office space as a prime example. 


. Existing industrial sites have also been 


rehabilitated at, for instance, Dundee 
Park, the old Hardy Brush building and 
the former American Woolen Mills/Ray- 
theon complex on Haverhill street, and 
the Raytheon plant off Lowell Street. 
Downtown, 1984 saw new building at 
the Andover Savings Bank offices on 
Main Street, the renovation of Lundgren

Funeral Home into Rembravidt’s restau- 
rant on Elm Street, and the regovation of 
the former Town Printing site into new 
office space on Essex Street. 

Compared to industrial and business 
growth, new housing made up a small 
part of Andover’s 1984 boom, Mahony 
said. Still, there are ‘‘well in excess of 
nine-hundred housing lots in the process 
of development right now,’’ the manager 
noted. 

Together, new construction and reno- 
vations put extra pressure on the always- 
busy Community Development and Plan- 
ning department, ‘which also lost its di- 
rector when Jonathan Gilmore resigned 
last summer. 

(Renovations are actually harder for 
the town to handle, the manager said, 
because when old buildings are remod- 
eled for new uses, “‘We have to make 
sure buildings are improved, rather than 
destroyed.” ) 

The manager praised everyone in the 
department, from staffers to the volun- 


Absentee Policy Will Be 
Discussed By School Board 


The School Committee put off until 
January discussion on the schools’ ab- 
sentee policies at their last meeting 
Tuesday evening, Dec. 18, after board 
member Robert F. Smith told his col- 
leagues he would like to discuss the mat- 
ter. 

Smith said he had seen a television 
special on the subject while on a trip to 
Southern Maine and read an article in 
the Dec. 13 issue of THE TOWNSMAN 
about an Andover man trying to institute 
a townwide policy of checking on stu- 
dents not in school to make sure they are 


at home — and not in danger elsewhere. 

George S. ‘‘Russ’’ Moran, 20 Brook- 
field St., wrote a letter to THE TOWNS- 
MAN urging the adoption of a policy 
similiar to one he helped start at Ban- 
croft Elementary School last year. 

Each morning at the Bancroft Road 
school sixth graders take telephone mes- 
sages from 8:15 to 8:45 a.m., when par- 
ents call to say their children will be 
absent. If a call hasn’t been received 
from a parent, and the child is not in 
class, the school nurse calls the home, 
according to Bancroft Principal Iora Al- 


exander. 

Smith told School Superintendent Ken- 
neth R. Seifert he wanted information 
about what is done in the town’s schools. 
Seifert later said he thought it ‘‘unfair”’ 
that one parent said not enough was be- 
ing done in the schools.

Budget Sections Approved 


Three areas of next year’s school budget 
were unanimously approved at the last 
School Committee meeting. 


School Committee expenditures, trans- 
portation and custodian budgets were 
given their first approval of the three 
votes each of the 23 expense categories 
and 15 salary totals will receive before 
the budget is finalized. 


The total budget for fiscal ’86 is set at 
$16,120,555, some 9.9 percent over last 
year’s total of $14,655,000. That total may 
change when other town boards begin 
talks about the budget as Town Meeting 
nears. 

Committee member Susan T. Poore 
had asked that the School Committee

budget be discussed in depth at the Dec. 
19 meeting when information was not 
available about that budget item at the 
Dec. 4 meeting. But Poore was absent 
from last week’s meeting when the bud- 
get was approved. 

School Committee expenditures are up 
22 percent to $10,000 over last year’s $8,- 
000 appropriation. The budget includes 
$500 in supplies, $2,500 in copying costs 
and $3,050 worth of contracted services 
that include a recording secretary paid 
$2,400, $450 for the Massachusets Asso- 
ciation of School Committees (MASC) 
meeting and $200 in mileage costs to de- 
liver information packets to the commit- 
tee members. Also in the Midget is $3,950 
in other costs such as MASC and Merri- 


mack Valley dues and $2,300 for special 
projects, which this year include tabula- 
tion of a secondary school survey. 

The custodian budget shows a minimal 
increase in the cost of supplies from $48,-

The transportation budget went to

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teer boards and commissions that over- 
see development in Andover. 

“The Community Development staff 
should really be commended, because in 
the middle of this, I shifted gears for 
them into an enforcement mode,”’ Maho- 
ny added. Now that the new development 
that’s been anticipated for years is “‘on 
top of us, we’ve got to shift into enforce- 
ment”’ to ensure that that development 
proceeds in an “‘appropriate’’ manner, 
he explained. 

Andover is now hitting the middle of a 
four-year ‘‘maturing’’ period, the man- 
ager said: ‘As the community economi- 
cally matures from 1983 to 1987, there’s 
going to be that switch into maturity, 
into a different phase. The frantic devel- 
opment will stop — and values of prop- 
erty will increase even more 
dramatically when there’s no more room 
for new building.” 

This year, for example, the town 
helped the Andover Village Im- 
provement Society (A.V.LS.) clean up 
fallen tree limbs and debris on A.V.1L.S 
property, for the first time. That kind of 
effort reflects ‘‘the needs of a maturing 
community,” the manager said. 

The year that is about to end held seve- 
ral major accomplishments for Andover, 
among them the move into new town and 
school offices in two renovated wings of 
the former East Junior High School. ‘‘We 
moved in here,”’ Mahony said, glancing 
around his new office. ‘‘That has got to 
be a highlight.”’ 

Spring town meeting’s approval of a 
$6.7 million appropriation to replace the 
aging Riverina Road sewage pumping 
station ranks as another highlight, the 
manager said. Construction has been de- 
layed all year while town officials have 
sought state funding, but at this point 
Mahony is optimistic that Andover will 
receive state assistance on the project. 

Last fall, Public Works crews com- 
pleted major improvements to water 
mains in various parts of town. including 
Haverhil!, Beacon and Salem streets and 
Highland Road. 

DPW also managed to reduce the 
amount of sodium in the town water sup- 
ply “substantially’’, the manager said, 
from 29 milligrams per liter, or parts per 
million, to 21 mg/l. The state has estab- 
lished 20 mg/l] as the Maximum Coutami- 
nant Level, so while Andover’s sodium 
level is ‘‘still over where it should be, we 
have reduced it by about one-third.”’ 

On the negative side, the manager is 
not happy about the taste anc odor And- 
over’s water acquired this year, thanks 
to an increase in the algae population in 
Haggetts Pond. State and town inspec- 
tors finished testing town water on Dec. 1 
and found it to be of good quality, ‘but ! 
still Con’t like to drink it, or sinell it 
Mahony said. 

‘“‘We’re looking into some alternatives 
to try to stop it from happening again, 
but this is something that happens in ev- 
ery reservoir,”’ he added.

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will inevitably lead to greater ‘‘conges- 
tion problems downtown,” the manager 
commented, “‘but we’ll try to get it over 
with quickly.”’ 

Municipal Maintenance will have a full 
agenda for 1985, he added, particularly 
in its “greens” division, because the 
manager intends to see ‘‘an awfully lot of 
emphasis placed on the maintenance of 
parks and playing fields. And not only 
maintenance, but improvement.” 

The department will also be kept busy 
catching up on projects it didn’t get 
around to last year while staffers were 
working on the Shawsheen School, con- 
verting it into an early childhood educa- 
tion center in time for September’s 
school opening. 

Townspeople may see some changes in 
their weekly trash pick-up routines next 
year, when the new solid waste disposal 
facility opens in North Andover with 
Andover as one of its customers. The 
manager said he was not sure ‘‘to what 
extent”’ the new facility might affect 
Andover’s trash collection and recycling 
program. 

The manager hadn’t completed his 
budget forecast for the next year yet, but 
he did predict that “in a growing com- 
munity with a tax limitation like Propo- 
sition 242, most every year is a tough 
year. 

“Determining priorities from among 
the almost unlimited wants from the citi- 
zens is extremely difficult — you can 
only spend a nickel once. And we’re 
going to have very limited nickels 
again.” 

With the warrant scheduled to close 
Monday, Jan. 7, the agenda for annual 
town meeting also remains uncertain. 
Mahony foresees, however, a predomi- 
nance of ‘‘very small things, not exotic 
things’’ on the warrant. 

Voters may be asked to rezone two or 
three residential lots for business use — 
which would represent the first steps to- 
ward expansion of the Central Business 
District. Changes to the zoning bylaws on 
parking and a new section on multiple- 
family housing are strong possibilities as 
well. 

In addition, the annual meeting may 
have a chance to approve a site for a new 
fire station in Ballardvale, expansion of 
the town parking lot off Main Street 
(next to Olde Andover Village), traffic 
lights and other improvements to River 
Road, new street lights for Shawsheen 
Village, and the acquisition of more con- 
servation land to protect the Fish Brook 
watershed. 

“T expect to see a lot of articles, and a 
lot of reasonably important articles,”’ 
Mahony said, ‘‘but not many to stir peo- 
ple up terribly. There won’t be much on 
building, rezoning and reuse as in past 
years. 

“Priorities in Andover are pretty well 
established,’ the manager commented 
‘The people here want development, but 
they’re somewhat apprehensive about 
what it will be like — they want it con- 
trolled. 

“They want the downtown maintained, 
and they want traditional values main- 
tained. They want people treated fairly 
— they want the town to operate by the 
Golden Rule.” 

Joking that he is now ‘‘on the downhill 
side”’ of his five-year contract after three 
years in Andover, Mahony said he was 
‘really looking forward to the next year. 
I’m grateful for the support I’ve gotten 
from the selectmen, the School Commit- 
tee, various other committees — and the 
citizens.”’

The 
group, numbering 99 faculty members 
and spouses, close to one-third of the fac- 
ulty, will include teachers of English, 
computer science, history, biology and 
music, as well as the Protestant chap- 
lain, the Rabbi and key administrators. 
The purpose of the trip, and the inclusion 
of faculty from all disciplines, is to en- 
hance the faculty’s knowledge of Soviet 
culture and produce a long-term effect

Funded largely through the gifts of 
Donald Kendall, chairman of the board 
of PepsiCo Inc. and the father of an And- 
over student, the opportunity comes as 
the latest in a series of gifts from Ken- 
dall to provide more opportunities for 
students to actively engage in the study 
of the Russian language and culture. 
Last year Kendall provided computer 
equipment for the department, allowing 
Andover to develop the first word-proc- 
essing system designed for use by stu- 
dents in the Russian language. During 
the past five years, enrollment in the de- 
partment has grown from approximately 
30 students to more than 100 annually. 


The three-week trip, preceded by three 
weeks of intensive study in the Russian . 


language and culture, will include stops 
in Moscow, Tbilisi, Yerevan, Kiev and 
Leningrad.

Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — December 1909 

May the New Year be a happy and prosperous one for 
all readers of the Townsman. ‘‘May the mouse ne’er leave 
your meal bag with a tear in his e’e.”’ 

There are several cases of mumps and measles report- 
ed in town. 

Several residents of Andover who spent Saturday and 
Sunday out of town had great difficulty in returning home 
on account of the storm and the tying up of traffic in con- 
sequence. Andover was extremely fortunate in not expe- 
riencing the terrible discomforts and privations that 
many New England cities and towns suffered during the 
storm on Saturday and Sunday. 

A large and enthusiastic party made up of members of 
the Natural History Society went to Boston yesterday and 
spent the day in visiting the rooms of the Boston Natural 
History Society and the new Museum of Fine Arts. 

The Andover boys still continue to take high places in 
the scholarship at Phillips. It is always gratifying to see 
the names of Andover boys in the honor list, and from all 
accounts those who are numbered in the Roll of Honor for 
the Spring term are among the best students that have 
attended Phillips for many years. Congratulations to them 
and to the school that is training them. 


50 Years Ago — December 1934 

Any resume of the year 1934 in Andover would of course 
have to start with the new school project; the first thing 
usually taken up at meetings following the reading of the 
minutes is unfinished business, and there is no doubt that 
the new school is the outstanding example of unfinished 
business. Then there was the record high tax rate; the 
rate itself comes under unfinished business, because there 
always has to be a tax rate, but it is hoped that the record 
rate is finished. 

One of the worst gales Andover has had in years tore 
through the town Wednesday night and early Thursday 
morning causing much damage. The drying apparatus 
located on the roof of the Tyer Rubber Company, North 
Main Street, was blown from its moorings and crashed to 
the ground, carrying with it a large section of glass, at 
9.15 a.m. At 8.45 o’clock a large sign located above a bar- 
ber shop at 46 Main St. was blown down. A window in the 
Hartigan pharmacy was smashed when the wind crashed 
it to the sidewalk on Chestnut St. about 8.30. Instead of 
blowing it in, it sucked it out so that very little glass re- 
mained in the store. 

Nineteen liquor licenses were granted by the Selectmen 
Monday afternoon. Of these eight were only for wines and 
malt beverages. Only one change was made by the Select- 
men, and that was the substitution of a wine and malt 


beverage license for James Heifetz instead of a full li- 
cense. 


25 Years Ago — December 1959 

Public opposition has been blamed for the decision of 
proponents of a sports center to withdraw their re-zoning 
request for an area along North Main st. The Selectmen 
have received a letter from Arthur Collins, who rep- 
resented the businessmen, stating that they have decided 
to withdraw. The business people had proposed a three- 
building sports center on what was the Golden Farm, gext 
to Shawsheen Plaza. There had been some public senti- 
ment against the proposal from residents who live in the 
area on the western side of North Main st., and from other 
quarters. 
_ Three West Andover residents escaped from their rap- 
idly-burning home early Tuesday morning, as the temper- 
ature hovered near the ten-degree mark. Mrs. Victorian 
Belul, her daughter Virginia Zatta, and her grandson, 
James W. Kuzminsky, fled their Blanchard st. residence 
about 2.35 a.m. after discovering their two-story home 
was on fire. Chief Henry L. Hilton commented on how 
fortunate the family was to discover the blaze when they 
did, for it had eaten under the second story floors and had 
also found its way into the blind attic overhead. 

_The Selectmen have decided to keep the dump open un- 
til 7 p.m. Wednesdays — to meet the needs of residents 
who can not use the municipal facility during the day. The 
dump will open Wednesdays at 10 a.m., instead of the 
usual time two hours earlier. On the other five days of the 
week, the hours will remain 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 


10 Years Ago — December 1974 

With Christmas spirit reaching its peak, shoppers scur- 
ried throughout the downtown area Monday and today 
completing their last minute Santa duties, in anticipation 
of the annual festive observance on Wednesday. Down- 
town Andover was a busy place as the final hours before 
Christmas approached, with busy shoppers completing 
their Christmas lists. Adding a festive touch to the shop- 
ping scene was the appearance of Santa Claus along the 
Main Street. Youngsters were able to get in some last 
minute requests as parents shopped and somewhat appre- 
hensively listened as their offspring may have made some 
adjustments in their original working list they had sub- 
mitted to Santa. ,

Center 
To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


I am deeply moved by the sentiment of 
the Ristuccia family in their desire to pre- 
serve the memory of their mother, Elinor 
M. Ristuccia, by donating a memorial rec- 
reational arena to the town. I do not be- 
lieve, however, that such a facility would 
be a benefit to the town of Andover or to 
whatever neighborhood in which such a fa- 
cility might be constructed. Such a facility 
would create an atmosphere in Andover 
similar to that which prevails in the town 
of Foxboro which must contend with a 
large arena and the type of traffic such a 
facility generates. Associated with a struc- 
ture of this sort are traffic problems, park- 
ing problems and problems with 
vandalism. These types of facilities tend to 
act as a magnet for rowdies and the drug 
culture. 

It is important that the citizens of And- 
over appreciate the fact that change does 
not necessarily equate with progress and 
that to destroy a virgin forest which abuts 
the Harold Rafton Reservation in the 
Cross Street location would be a devastat- 
ing blow to the tranquility of the town and 
the habitat of many creatures which make 
Andover the desirable town which it is. 

To espouse cutting the forest and build- 
ing an arena with its associated parking 
lots and supportive facilities is to adopt a 
shopping-mall mentality. This would be 
unfortunate in that much of this land re- 
lates environmentally to the Fishbrook 
Watershed and run-off from a large as- 
phalt covered parking lot would inundate 
that water system with an excess volume 
of water and contaminate it with road 
chemicals. 

There is truly little or no need in And- 
over for a_ three-to-seven-thousand-seat 
arena. Such a facility will not increase the 
quality of life, will not enhance the educa- 
tion of our children, will not substantially 
increase the income of the town’s business 
persons, nor will it provide diversion or 
entertainment for the vast majority of the 
residents of the town. Rather it will de- 
stroy a beautiful residential section in 
West Andover, will contaminate a water- 
shed, will plunder land initially designated 
for school use, will damage an adjacent 
wild life reservation, will remove from 
recreational use a significant forest and 
will uglify the map of Andover. 

Perhaps the town of Wilmington acted 
wisely in rejecting the generous offer of 
the Ristuccia family. The town of Andover 
should also say thank you, but no thanks.

AFTER CHRISTMAS 


To solve the problems associated with 
a pond located on the site of a proposed 
West Andover subdivision, the developer 
would like to drain the pond, the Plan- 
ning Board learned last week. 

Developer Timothy “Ted” Sullivan of 
Andover has submitted definitive plans 
for Granli Estates, a 23-lot cluster subdi- 
vision off Bellevue Road. Preliminary 
plans for the 34.7-acre site called for 
leaving an existing pond as part of the 
subdivision’s 11.8 acres of open space. 

The parcel is currently the site of Var- 
tabedian Brothers farm, where the pond 
in question was created to irrigate the 
fields. 

During a recent public hearing on the 
proposal, abutters said they were con- 
cerned that the pond would be dangerous 
to children in the area. Staff planner Ste- 
phen Colyer of the Community Devel- 
opment and Planning department said 
the flat-bottomed pond is four to five feet 
deep and surrounded by steep banks. 

The planners were also concerned 
about who would own and maintain the 
pond — indicating that the town would 
rather not own it as part of the perma- 
nent open space. . 

Sullivan had proposed forming a home- 
owners’ association, made up of resi- 
dents of the new subdivision, to own and 
maintain the pond. However, creating 
such an association posed complex legal 
problems, Colyer told the planners.

Developer Would Drain Pond 


Last Tuesday night, Colyer told the 
board that Sullivan would now like to 
drain the pond, and create a brook in its 
place. The open space would be deeded 
to the town — the usual procedure with 
cluster subdivisions — and linked to open 
space in Stouffer Circle, a new devel- 
opment located next to Granli Estates. 

With the pond eliminated, the open 
space would be safer, more attractive 
and easier to maintain, Colyer indicated; 
draining the pond would also eliminate 
the need to create a homeowners’ asso- 
ciation. 

Sullivan discussed the idea with the 
Conservation Commission last Thursday 
night, but the commission continued that 
discussion until Jan. 17. 

Virginia Hammond of the conservation 
commission staff explained yesterday 
that the commission would like more in- 
formation about how the proposal would 
affect wetlands in the area, and further 
“justification” for draining the pond. 

The commissioners were “‘neutral’’ on 
the question of whether it would be desir- 
able to drain the pond, Hammond said. 
She noted that the conservation commis- 
sion could not rule on safety concerns, 
but could only consider protection of the 
wetlands when they vote on the devel- 
oper’s plans. 

If the conservation commission and 
planning board agree to the draining of 
the pond, Colyer said last week, the plan- 
ners would have to modify their approval 
of preliminary subdivision plans for 
Granli Estates, which included the pond. 

The board has a Jan. 11 deadline for 
acting on definitive subdivision plans for 
Granli Estates.

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Memorial Hall Library also appears on 
both the plus and minus side of the led- 
ger this year. The manager is pleased 
that the MHL expansion/renovation pro- 
ject “got off the ground’’ — a financing 
arrangement was reached with Shaw- 
mut Bank of Boston — but construction 
has yet to begin, due to a continuing 
round of legal appeals by the second-low- 
est bidder for the project. 

However, ‘‘There have been some ben- 
efits in its delay,’’ Mahony noted. 
“We've saved considerable money on 
our bonding (since interest rates have 
dropped in recent months). 

“We've also found some magnificent 
old moldings and ceiling decorations un- 
der the dropped ceilings on the first and 
second floors at the library.’’ Plans for 
the heating and ventilation system will 
be redesigned to ‘take advantage of and 
restore’ those original design features, 
he said. 

Design changes also delayed the con- 
struction of a new tewn parking lot off 
Barltet Street: ‘‘We wanted it ready by 
spring 1984, and now it won’t be ready 
until spring 1985,” the manager ex- 
plained. ‘‘We have changed the design 
significantly.”’ 

The parking lot project was ready to 
go out for bids last month, but the man- 
ager decided to hold out for the lower 
bids that contractors usually have to of- 
fer in January or February, he said. 

Mahony also admitted to some disap- 
pointment over lingering vacancies on 
the police and fire departments during 
1984, although those openings did not en- 
danger the public, he said. 

The manager blamed ‘‘Civil Service 
confusion” for the delay in hiring new 
public safety officers, but said those 
problems have been settled: three new 
police officers and five firefighters would 
be hired by the end of this month, he 
said. 

Despite some understaffing in the Po- 
lice Department, the police detective di- 
vision has been ‘extremely effective this 
year,” the manager added. ‘The maturi- 
ty of the detective force deserves special 
commendation.” 

Mahony had special praise as well for 
the staff of the relatively-new Municipal 
Maintenance department, which was 
given the ‘impossible task”’ of convert- 
ing the Shawsheen School from adminis- 
trative offices into an early childhood 
education center within five months, and 
did a “really outstanding’ job. 

The town clerk’s office did its ‘‘usual 
good job’”’ handling this year’s elections, 
and opening a second polling place dur- 
ing the presidential election ‘‘helped con- 
siderably,” the manager commented. 

After moving into its new quarters on 
the first floor of the school administra- 
tion offices on Whittier Street (one wing 
of the old junior high school), the Senior 
Center has grown dramatically, Mahony 
said. 

The new senior day care program has

also been ‘very well-received, and 
worked out nicely,”’ while the extended 
day care program at the new Shawsheen 
early childhood center is also off to a 
strong start. 

Yet “‘the really high-quality work some 
of our committees and commissions 
have done’’ stands out as the high point 
of the year, in the manager’s opinion. 

The Reuse Committee, for example, 
‘has done a remarkable job in a very 
short period of time,’’ deciding the fate 
(with town meeting approval) of the 
East Junior High wings, library, 
Shawsheen School, Essex Street theatre 
building (recently demolished to make 
way for the library addition) and Town 
Hall. Only Town Hall’s future remains 
unresolved. 


The Development and Industrial Com- 
mission and the Industrial Finance Au- 
thority have also put in a fruitful year: 
“The development going on right now is 
well-planned, well-executed — just what 
we wanted,’’ Mahony said. ‘‘There has 
not been a major re-zoning in a lot of 
years,’’ he noted. 

Once again the Pianning Board has 
worked hard during the past year. 
“Boards tend to develop a personality,” 
the manager cormmented, ‘‘and this one 
is intelligent, young, eager. It works 
hard and isn’t overbearing — they work 
well with people, and they’re working for 
the people.”’ 

The Conservation Commission and 
Board of Health have worked hard and 
done a fine job in 1984 as well, the man- 
ager said, as have the Finance Commit- 
tee, Cable Television Advisory 
Committee, School Committee and 
Board of Selectmen. 

He noted, too, that the League of Wom- 
en Voters still has an observer at ‘’vir- 
tually every meeting” that takes place in 
town. ’ 

“In Andover, as always, a lot of people 
are doing the job,’ Manager Mahony 
concluded. “It’s not a small number of 
people, but a lot of people doing the job.”

Seek Field 
Land For 
Building 


The Board of Selectmen are taking the 
first steps to put a municipal mainte- 
nance building on land at the southern 
end of Lovely Field, adjacent to Andover 
High School. 

Last Tuesday, Dec. 18, they asked the 
School Committee to transfer land under 
their control for the approximately 4,000 
square foot structure which Selectman 
Chairman Donn Byrne told the board 
would house the town’s plumbing, elec- 
trical and carpentry shops. The vehicle 
maintenance and storage facilities will 
stay on Lewis Street, he added. 

The School Committee voted unani- 
mously to support a warrant article at 
this spring’s Town Meeting to transfer 
the land to the town. Member Susan T. 
Poore was absent from that meeting. 

Town employees will build the cinder 
block and brick structure, Byrne said, 
with materials from The Haven Build- 
ing, on Essex Street, which most recent- 
ly housed the town’s planning and 
development personnel. The building 
was recently demolished to make way 
for an addition to the Memorial Hall Li- 
brary. 

School Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert told the committee that the land 
the town wants to use is not large enough 
to house a school.

To Discuss Sign For 
Collins Center 


The proposed sign directing guests to Andover 
High School and the J. Everett Collins Center 
will be discussed again by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals at a tonight, Thursday, Dec. 27, in the 
Town Hall conference room. 

The board already considered one sign design, 
presented to them at their Dec. 6 meeting, but 
decided, after viewing the site for the sign and 
hearing from neighbors at their last meeting, 
that the sign, as it was initially designed, was 
too large. 

The meeting will begin at 7:30 p.m., in the 
second floor meeting room of the Bartlet Street 
building. ' 

Jared Clark, president of Andover Endow- 
ment for the Arts, the group that runs the Collins 
Center, told THE TOWNSMAN that the ZBA

also thought the sign was too commercial- 
looking. 

As it was first designed the sign would besev- 
en and one half feet tall. The second design has 
the sign rising to six feet and it is eight feet 
wide, Clark said. 

Because the sign is larger than town zoning 
laws allow, the Appeals Board must approve the 
sign size. 

Also to be discussed is a request by Central 
Industral Laboratories, Inc., to expand their 
Connector Road building to accommodate new 
equipment at the plant. 

The board has already conditionally approved 
the request, pending a written decision, said 
member Ernest Hall. Specific conditions for the 
addition will be discussed next Thursday.
